New York.—Endless chain selling 


enterprises, operating from this city, 
have spread from Broadway to 
Main street, and are keeping postal 
authorities busy. 
So far there has 


been no decision on their legality, 
bnr. it was learned that the gov- 
ernment is investigating all chain 
schemes, operating 
through 
the 


mails, -which has been called to its 
attention. 


There are at least 100 get-rich- 


quick chain selling schemes, being 
operated from New York city, ac- 
cording to information from the Na- 
tional Better Business bureau. Some 
are conducted by honest business 
men, other by fly-by-night concerns, 
and a few are nothing less than 
rackets. 


Founratn -pens, hosiery, poefee^ 


books, golf balls, kitchen gadgets, j 
razor blades, food supplies, jewelry, I 
watches, men's white flannel trous-' 
ers, and even real estate have been | 
set forth as the mediums of "awak- 
ening America'' and insuring there- 
turn of happy days. 


Glib Promoters. 


Glib promoters have demonstrated 


mathematically how the ninth step 
iu the chain selling scheme will net 
every participant a commission, of 
?19,301.25, with the original sale of 
only four pieces of merchandise. 
AVhat will nappen when everyone 
has bought a wallet or a pair of 
socks has been ignored by the pro- 
moters. 


Women's bridge clubs in West- 


Chester and on Long Island have 
been working for the chain sellers. 
Charitable organizations have par- 
ticipated in the various "make a mil 
lion" schemes, and the telephones 
in the Better Business Bureau, both 
national und local, have been nm- 
inp with inquiries concerning legit- 
imacy of the different schemes. The 
only advice either bureau has to of- 
fer was that "nobody kiin\v« -, nt ' 
•whether It is legal or riot, lint lh.it ] 
the participants were not li';r-h tn 
make any great nmnunt of mriiif-v.

10 cents In stamps and then sells 
four articles at the same price, mak- 
ing a commission o£ SI 25 on the 
fourth sale. 
Thereafter the agent 


sells three other articles, making 
$3.75. Ilis three customers sell three 
each and the original participant 
gets ^3375 in commissions and the 
others are ready to stait their profit 
sharing. By the nintli step the to- 
tal commissions amount to more 
than $12.000 If the chain remains 
unbroken.
